Well,  the  grand 
prize  was  a  free  tour  of  the  U.  S.  and  I  was  really 
lucky  because  I  saw  all  my  old  classmates.

She  said  if  I  wanted  a  surprise  to  look 
at  Cambria,  so  I  took  a  Greyhound  bus  and  left. 
On  a  hill  was  a  huge  building — it  was  a  new 
school!  !  !  I  wandered  through  the  vast  halls  and 
inquired  of  some  little  *?&/  child  where  I  might 
find  the  principal.  Following  directions,  I  found 
Principal  Freddie  Eames.

As  "Sophisticated  Sophomores’"  in  "48  we  had 
become  a  little  more  accustomed  to  the  ways  of 
school  life.  Although  we  had  lost  63  of  the  number 
that  were  in  our  Freshman  class,  87  plodded  on 
through  the  year.  Mrs.  Haner  and  Mrs.  Gilbert 
were  our  sponsors  and  we  won  second  prize  at 
Stunt  Night  for  an  original  skit,  "  Pa  Get  Your 
Gun”. 

Sixty-one  of  us  managed  to  become  Juniors. 
Miss  Weaver  and  Mrs.  Smith  sponsored  our 
Junior  Class  which  proved  to  be  a  good  class  with 
good  sponsors.  Our  biggest  project  was  the  class 
paper  which  was  printed  that  year  for  the  first 
time.  The  paper  came  out  on  time  and  even  if 
the  news  was  a  bit  stale  the  gossip  was  always 
good.  The  big  day  came  in  November  when  we 
ordered  our  class  rings.  Plans  were  then  made  for 
the  first  high  school  Ring  Dance  at  C.  H.  S.  The 
dance  w'as  in  late  March  of  ’50  and  the  gym  was 
decorated  in  blue  and  gold  -with  "Class  of  ’51”  on 
the  wall.  An  arch  was  in  the  center  of  the  gym 
which  was  shaped  like  a  ring  wrapped  in  gold 
paper  and  having  a  blue  set  with  a  light  in  it  that 
glowed  inside  and  above  the  arch.  Mr.  King  pre¬ 
sented  the  rings  to  the  Juniors  as  they  walked 
through  the  arch  and  proceeded  to  form  the  figure 


"51".  Second  Prize  was  received  again  at  Stunt 
Night  for  "Frolics  of  1950"  which  was  an  original 
stunt.  Another  big  project  of  the  year  was  the 
Junior-Senior  banquet  and  prom.  The  theme  was 
"Starlight"  and  blue  crepe  paper  was  draped  from 
the  edges  of  a  lighted  star  in  the  center  of  the  gym 
to  give  a  night  effect.  Silver  stars  suspended  on 
strings  donned  the  ceiling.  David  Smithson  and 
his  orchestra  played  for  the  dance  following  the 
banquet. 

Our  Junior  play  was  probably  the  most  fun  we 
had  all  the  year  although  it  meant  a  lot  of  work 
for  all.  It's  name  "Hilarity  House”  suited  it  to  a 
tee.  It  was  wonderful. 

Well,  here  we  are  as  dignified  Seniors  having  as 
our  sponsors  Miss  Ferris  and  Mrs.  Zirkle.  Sixty- 
seven  of  the  150  who  started  four  years  ago  are 
near  the  goal.  Along  the  way  6  or  8  have  joined 
us.  We  began  with  a  bang  when  we  presented  the 
Senior  play  "Hold  Everything"  which  was  a  big 
success.  I  guess  many  of  the  graduating  football 
players  will  not  forget  the  night  we  beat  Radford 
in  the  homecoming  game  13-12,  and  afterwards 
celebrated  with  a  dance.  We  also  hold  high  the 
trip  to  Lynchburg  Foundry  which  proved  to  be  an 
adventure  in  itself.  So  far  our  money  making  pro¬ 
jects:  bake  sale,  rummage  sale,  sale  of  Christmas 
cards  have  been  great  successes.  Again  we  won 
second  prize  on  our  original  Stunt  "Somewhere 
I’ll  Find  You.” 

Through  four  years  we  have  enjoyed  school 
which  has  offered  many  opportunities  and  given  us 
many  exciting  and  adventurous  moments.  We 
only  hope  that  we  can  withstand  exams,  com¬ 
mencement  and  leaving  and  return  some  day  to 
find  our  picture  hanging  in  the  hall  with  the 
inscription  under  it:  "The  Class  of  '51".

Since  the  tumbling  mats  were  bought,  the  girls  have  enjoyed  some  tumbling  which 
include:  fish  flaps,  forward  rolls,  backward  rolls,  flying  angels  and  head  stands. 

Later  in  the  season  they  will  have  ping  pong  and  tennis  fundamentals. 

Through  the  G.  A.  A.,  intermural  games  in  soccer  and  basketball  are  played  at  lunch 
time  and  are  greatly  enjoyed. 

Both  in  the  spring  and  fall  the  girls  are  given  state  tests.  Some  of  the  things  tested 
are  modified  push-ups,  pinchers,  speed  in  racing,  control  of  soccer  ball,  accuraq'  in 
throwing  a  basket  in  basketball  and  reach  and  jump  tests.  These  tests  are  given  twice 
in  order  to  see  the  progress  in  development  and  improvement  of  each  girl. 

We  feel  that  this  has  been  a  very  succesful  year  in  girls’  physical  education  under 
the  capable  leadership  of  Miss  Corell.

The  youth  who  attend  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  their  city  and  state  governments  and  how 
each  operates  by  actual  practice  and  participation.  They  register  and  pay  taxes;  hold  city  caucuses 
and  elections;  have  state  conventions;  organize  the  Bicameral  System  of  government  with  the 
House  and  Senate;  and  they  try  cases  both  in  the  Circuit  and  Supreme  Courts.  A  governor  is 
elected  and  an  Inaugural  Parade  is  the  highlight  of  the  week.  The  last  night,  all  attend  the 
Governor's  Ball. 

Mr.  King,  C.  H.  S.  Principal,  worked  w'ith  these  boys  and  girls  this  year  as  Counselor  for 
Forrest  City. 

In  addition  to  the  governmental  program,  there  is  a  recreational  program  consisting  of  swim¬ 
ming,  softball,  track  and  other  sports  for  which  medals  are  awarded.  Also,  various  entertainments 
are  provided,  such  as  movies,  talent  shows  and  stunts.
